Heartless 

There are few deeds more cruel than the 
deception of the ill in regard to the nature, 
degree or curability of their disease. To induce 
the sufferer from a frequently fatal ailment to 
part with his money in hopes of an impossible 
cure is vicious torturing of the unfortunate. 
Too often it is also the factor which prevents 
proper alleviative treatment and, in many 
cases, delays proper medical attention until the 
case is irrevocably beyond hope. 

Thus there will be general satisfaction in 
the conviction, at Little Rock, of three men 
associated together in advertising a cancer 
“cure.” 

As a matter of cold, scientific fact there is 
no “cure’’ for cancer, unless it is by surgery or, 
in some types, radium or X-ray, in the early 
stages of the disease. Treatments may lessen 
the victim’s suffering, may prolong 
alleviate pain, but medical science is still seek- 
ing a cure for the disease and medical science 
still admits it is baffled in that quest. 

The only intelligent method to fight this 
dread disease is by early diagnosis at the first 
suspicion that the cancerous growth is present. 
It is a problem of education, of teaching the 
people to know the earliest symptoms of the 
disease and to seek competent medical advice 
at the first indication. To consult doctors or 
public clinics at regular intervals. And, above 
all, not to permit. fear to aid the growth of the 
disease once it is discovered. 

As stated, cancer is curable, if discovered 
early enough. But advertised, so-called “cures” 
are usually but cruel deceptions, a playing upon 
the gullibility, and the bank balances, of the 
victims who may be sanguine through igno- 
rance. 

To all cancer sufferers it is good advice to 
consult a regular, established, legitimate phy- 
sician whenever anybody proposes to “cure” by 
treatment.

Pointing out that a rural hous- 
ing project in Thomas county, 
made possible under the $800,000,- 
000 federal housing appropriation 
of 1937 is “well on the way to ac- 
tual construction,’ Hamilton said 
he hoped to make other counties 
aware of the movement's possi- 
bilities.

Funds for Georgia rural hous- 
ing, officials said yesterday, will 
depend upon congressional pas- 


sage of a new $800,000,000 housing | 


appropriation bill, introduced in 
congress early last year. The bill 
provides a substantial fraction of 
its allotment for rural housing, but 
had not been passed when the 
regular congressional session 
closed. 

Under its terms, farm dwellers 
would be able to receive long- 
term loans on a small rental basis, 
similar to loans. offered city 
dwellers.
